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Mississauga Bus Riders Dinged with Fare Hikes

MiWay bus riders will have to pay 25 
cents more for each ride next year and 
residents face higher cost for recreation, 
parks and forestry programs as Missis- 
sauga makes life a little more expensive 
for its 721,000 people. 

The City of Mississauga’s budget com- 
mittee voted Wednesday to hike transit 
cash fares more than seven per cent,

recreation and parks fees and other lo- 
cal charges to boost revenues and limit 
property tax hikes for 2018. 


There wasn’t much opposition to the 
fee and transit fare hikes at Wednes- 
day’s budget meeting, though one 
resident and taxpayer advocate joked 
that not many people would have $3.75 
in exact change to pay the MiWay cash 
fare. 


“I’m quite astounded by some of the 
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percentage increases, particularly for 
the cash fare,” said Chris Mackie of the 
broad group MIRANET, which rep- 
resents ratepayers’ associations. 

“I wonder how many people enter a 
bus with $3.75 in their pocket if they 
have no other form of a MiWay ticket. 
Basically, you'll be asking customers to 
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Three Peel men arrested in biker gang crackdown 


Two men from Mis- 
sissauga and one from 
Brampton were arrest- 
ed as part of a massive 
investigation involving 
a biker gang who terror- 
ized residents through- 
out the GTA. 


The OPP announced 
Monday that a combined 
35 charges have been 
laid against 10 individu- 
als, including suspended 
driving, mischief, im- 
proper equipment and 
fleeing from a police offi- 
cer, among other offens- 
es. 


More than 48 charges 
have been laid in total. 


An investigation, 
dubbed “Project Saddle”, 
ran from June to earlier 
this month, and saw au- 
thorities using video shot 
by witnesses, as well as 
GoPro video footage shot 
by the bikers themselves, 
to identify and arrest 
them. 


The recorded incidents 
took place along sever- 
al highways throughout 
Peel and Toronto, in- 
cluding Highways 401, 
403, 409, the Gardiner 
Expressway, QEW and 
Don Valley Parkway. 


During a press confer- 
ence on Monday, Super- 
intendent Alison Jevons 


told reporters that videos 
were uploaded online by 
the bikers for entertain- 
ment. 


21-year-old Mubasher 
Aladdin and 38-year-old 
Mark Bradley, of Missis- 
sauga, and 22-year-old 
Ikjyot Gill, of Brampton 
have been charged with 
multiple Criminal Code 
and Highway Act offens- 
es. 


Warrants are pending 
for additional suspects. 
Several of the individuals 
charged in the investiga- 
tion appeared in court 
earlier this week.

Diagnostics, Alignments 
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Mayor Bonnie Crombie ar- 
rives in Ottawa for infrastruc- 
ture talks today on the heels 
of a financial update show- 
ing the Trudeau government 
spent less on big-ticket proj- 
ects than expected last year. 


The Mississauga leader will 
meet with federal Infrastruc- 
ture Minister Amarjeet Sohi 
and his provincial counter- 
parts at their annual meeting 
to discuss the country’s infra- 
structure priorities and how 
they will be financed. 


Crombie is expected to use 


the meeting to lobby hard for 
GTA priorities such as rapid 
transit, social housing and an 
improved transportation net- 
work as well a faster approv- 
als of projects that can help 
her region. 


“Mississauga literally has 


a seat at the national de- 
cision-making _ table,” 
Crombie in Tuesday’s state of 
the city speech.

If the federal government 
makes good on its infrastruc- 
ture commitments, Missis- 
sauga’s share is $370 million 
over 10 years “depending on 
how the funding program is 
rolled out,” Crombie said. 


Last November, the Trudeau 

government rolled out plans 
to spend $32 billion on in- 
frastructure including $15 
billion for an infrastructure 
bank. That pool of capital 
is aimed at funding pri- 
vate-public projects like large 
transit initiatives, energy grid 
improvements, ports, bridges 
and roads. 


Up to now, the slow pace 
of the rollout of federal in- 
frastructure cash has come 
under mounting criticism 
and could be an issue in this 
week’s talks with federal In- 
frastructure Minister Amar- 
jeet Sohi. 


PM Justin Trudeau defend- 
ed the pace of spending, say- 
ing the government wants to 
make sure the projects cho- 
sen will create jobs and stim-

put two toonies in the fare 
box - $4.” 

The hikes - an annual ritual 
for users of municipal ser- 
vices - will almost certainly 
be rubber stamped by the 
full council next week, and 
go into effect on New Year’s 
Day in most cases. 


The budget committee’s 
decision Wednesday comes 

a day after Mayor Bonnie 
Crombie told Peel Daily 
News she expects to keep the 
annual hike in property taxes 
around the inflation rate - 
about 2.5 per cent or so. 


She noted that city staff had 
found $3 million in savings 
or deferred lower priority 
services to keep tax hikes in 
check. 


That would be good news 
for 248,000 homeowners 
in Mississauga, who have 
faced annual property tax 
hikes of 2.7 per cent, an 
infrastructure levy, fees for 
storm water projects and 
other charges to help pay 
for transit and increasingly 
costly services. 


“I am (a taxpayer) too,” the 


mayor told PDN. “People 
forget that.” 


At Wednesday’s budget 

hearing, Crombie and the 
rest of the committee noted 
the new user fees will raise 
about $1.2 million a year and 
ease the pressure on proper- 
ty taxpayers. 

MiWay’s fare increase will 
add about $2 million to its 
revenues, but the transit op- 
erator also faces higher costs 
of hiring 20 new drivers and 
two supervisors for expand- 
ed service. 


Among the planned fee 
changes, the committee 
slapped: 


- New fees for non-resident 
pool rentals 

- MiWay riders with a 7.1 
per cent jump in cash fares 
-- raising them 25 cents to 
$3.75 from $3.50, while 
paper ticket fares increase 
by 10 cents for adult student 
and senior tickets, effective 
January 29, 2018. However, 
charges for the region- 

al PRESTO card did not 
change. 

- New $50 fees for forestry 
inspection as higher costs 
for commemorative tree 


ulate growth. 


“Doing this right is what 
Canadians expect and that’s 
what we're doing, but I can 
reassure people that the com- 
mitments we made to invest 
in infrastructure will be met,” 
he said. 


In the first year Trudeau took 
office, his government award- 
ed $9.6 billion in contracts. 


The Harper government 
awarded $28 billion in its last 
year in office. 


The modest infrastructure 
spending rollout could be 
an effort to bring the federal 
government’s deficit under 
control. In Tuesday’s annual 
financial report, the govern- 
ment said it ran a smaller 
deficit than it was expecting 
in the spring budget, ending 
its 2016-17 fiscal year with a 
deficit of $17.8b. 


Overall program spending 
was $3.7 billion lower than 
forecast, due in part to low- 
er-than-expected infrastruc- 
ture transfer payments infra-

A report to the budget com- 
mittee suggested the Ontario 
government’s new minimum 
wage hikes - which will cost 
the city another $2 million a 
year -- was behind some of 
the fee hikes.

of the proposed 2018 min- 
imum wage increase,” said 
the report.

In her speech, Crombie not- 
ed municipalities were left 
out of infrastructure talks in 
the past. That changed last 
year and she represented On- 
tario which she’s doing again 
this year. 


“Whether it’s transit, hous- 
ing or empowering cities with 
new investment tools we set 
the agenda we come to the ta- 
ble with solutions and we do 
our part,” she said. 

Crombie says priorities in- 
clude housing. “We're deter- 


prepared this fall and go to 
council for approval by the 
end of the year. 


Like other cities, Missis- 
sauga faces budget pressures 
and limited revenue options. 


However, in the recent 
provincial budget, Ontario’s 
Liberal government gave 
cities the power to raise 
hotel taxes, and Mississauga 
is certainly taking advan- 
tage of that - with a plan to 
impose a four per cent tax 
on all 10,000 hotel rooms in 
the city and raise about $15 
million a year. 

Critics and some citizen 
groups have long com- 
plained about annual prop- 
erty tax hikes and what they 


mined to work with all gov- 
ernments to address the cost 
of housing in Mississauga.” 


She also mentioned all-day, 
two-way GO service on the 
Milton Line as being a top 
transit priority. 

“T look forward to continuing 
to work with our counter- 
parts on Parliament Hill and 
at Queen’s Park to ensure cit- 
ies like Mississauga are given 
their fair share, have a seat at 
the table, and are provided 
the tools to meet the chal- 
lenges we face,” she said.

see as inefficient spending at 
the local level. 


Crombie has countered 
those criticisms by noting 
that more than 60 per cent 
of residents support how the 
city spends its money. 


This fall, the city has set up 
an online budget allocator to 
poll residents on how they 
would spend the budget. 


Last year’s $435 million 
financial blueprint was allo- 
cated to MiWay (23 per cent) 
and fire fighting services (14 
per cent). The other three 
big areas were financial 
transactions at 13 per cent 
and roads and recreation, at 
10 per cent each. 

Last year, Mississauga 
raised $472 million in prop- 
erty taxes and $172 million 
in user fees, two sources 
that dwarf all other revenue 
streams. 

To cut costs and ease future 
tax hikes, some have urged 
the city to pare its 5,300-em- 
ployee workforce, which is 
heavily unionized, and do 
what the City of Brampton 
did last year -- cut 45 highly 
paid bureaucrats to lower 
labour costs.

Opposition by business 
and critics against the gov- 
ernment’s minimum wage 
policy will likely intensify 
this fall ahead of the Jan. 1 
deadline for the first hike to 
$14. A year later it moves to 
$15, a 32 per cent jump in 
just 16 months. 

Supporters and _  oppo- 
nents of the deal have been 
battling in the newspaper 
opinion pages, TV talk pan- 
els and political back rooms 
of the province for months; 
and there’s still bitter feel- 
ings about the idea. 

Unions love the plan; 
business hates it. About six 
in 10 Ontarians support the 
idea, but that depends on 
how pollsters ask the ques-

tion. 


Meanwhile, most econo- 
mists warn it will cut tens 
of thousands of jobs and 
raise the day-to-day cost 
of living as employers hike 
prices to compensate for 
higher labour costs. 


Last week, Ontario’s finan- 
cial watchdog concluded in 
an assessment that hiking 
the minimum wage to $15 
an hour from the current 
$11.40 could cost the prov- 
ince at least 50,000 jobs. 

Still the Liberals are 
pressing ahead, despite 
the warnings of the legis- 
lature’s own neutral watch- 
dog— the Financial Ac- 
countability Office. 

But that’s because the 
minimum wage hike is not 
really an economic policy, 
it’s rooted in politics— spe- 
cifically the timing of the 
coming provincial election 
next June 7. 


Wynne’s Liberals are in 
third place well behind 
the leading PCs and sec- 
ond-place New Democrats 
so they have come up with 
the same broad strategy 
for next spring’s campaign 
that they followed in their 
surprise 2014 majority vic- 
tory. 

Inanutshell, they’re trying 
to outflank the NDP— but 
on the left. They’re trying 
to lure progressives to the 
Liberals with NDP-friendly 
social policies. That’s why 
less than a week after NDP 
Leader Andrea Horwath 
unveiled a $475 million 
plan to provide free essen- 
tial drugs to all Ontarians— 
the centrepiece of her 2018 
campaign— Wynne and 
Finance Minister Charles 
Sousa came out with the 
government’s own _phar- 
macare plan for people un- 
der 25 in the spring budget. 

Call me cynical, but the 


timing was more than a co- 
incidence. 


For the PCs and their lead- 
er Patrick Brown, who is in 
a strong position to unseat 
Wynne as premier, the par- 
ty needs to flesh out its own 
minimum wage ideas at 
their November policy con- 
ference. In the past, Con- 
servatives were opposed to 
anything that would hurt 
the economy or harm small 
business but Brown is try- 
ing to steer the PCs to the 
political centre and should 
articulate a modern wage 
policy that will help the 
working poor. 


On the minimum wage 
Brown’s main beef is the 
pace of change, so he could 
decide to delay implemen- 
tation of the second phase 
if the PCs take power next 
June or stretch the increase 
out over several more years 
to give businesses more 
time to adjust.

Or he could promise— like 
the Wynne government al- 
ready has— to provide off- 
setting benefits so business 
does not feel the bite of the 
minimum wage hike. 


In Mississauga, the lo- 
cal board of trade is dead 
set against the minimum 
wage hike, saying most of 
its 1,500 members— small 
and big companies alike— 
oppose the idea. 


“Government cannot leg- 
islate prosperity,” presi- 
dent and CEO David Wo- 
jcik wrote in a recent op-ed 
column in Peel Daily News. 

“As we look internation- 
ally, it’s clear that juris- 
dictions that seek to grow 
their economy through in- 
creased regulation are left 
with lower labour market 
participation and_ higher 
unemployment, especially 
among young people.” 

To me, it’s high time the 
Liberal government ap- 


point an _ independent 
group to oversee the poli- 
cy and decide how to raise 
the minimum wage without 
harming business. 


Other provinces have 
tackled the issue this way. 
B.C.’s new NDP govern- 
ment won't be moving to 
$15 an hour until 2021 but 
the province just set up 
a new arm’s-length Fair 
Wages Commission to de- 
vise a pathway to that wage 
level and build consensus 
for the plan. 

A commission like that for 
Ontario would at least take 
politics out of the equa- 
tion— if you can ever do 
that in this highly polarized 
province.

Province hints it will help business hit by minimum wage hike 


Thousands of _ busi- 
nesses in Mississauga, 
Brampton and Caledon 
will save money on their 
bottom line as an Ontar- 
io government agency 
cuts their worker safety 
payroll costs. 


The Workplace Safety 
and Insurance Board cut 
premium rates Wednes- 
day by three per cent for 
2018, giving 300,000 
Ontario businesses a fi- 
nancial break. Last year, 
the board cut rates 6.2 
per cent. 


“The rate cut we an- 
nounced today com- 
bined with last year’s 
reductions means a nine 
per cent drop in the av- 
erage premium rate 
over the past two years,” 
WSIB chair Elizabeth 
Witmer told the board’s 
annual meeting Wednes- 
day. 

“That means $760 mil- 
lion will remain in On- 
tario’s economy that 
can be invested in jobs, 
technology and improve- 
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ments to workplace 
health and safety.” 


Peel Region has more 
than 155,000 business- 
es and a good chunk of 
them pay worker com- 
pensation fees, especial- 
ly in the construction, 
manufacturing and ship- 
ping sectors that are so 
prominent in the three 
communities. 


While the fee cuts are 
welcome to business op- 
erators, they won’t offset 
the other rising costs for 
small businesses -- from 
carbon taxes and a loom- 
ing $15 minimum wage 
to proposed federal tax 
hikes and the pending 
rise in CPP premiums 
paid by business and 
workers. 


Todd Letts, CEO of the 
1,100-business Bramp- 
ton Board of Trade, said 
the WSIB rate cuts are 
“too little, too late.” for 
hard-pressed employers. 


“Businesses are already 
planning to automate 


away the low-skilled 
work because of this 
government’s weak un- 
derstanding of market 
reality,” he said. 


“Incoherent provincial 
economic policy erodes 
business confidence 
leading to fewer jobs. 
Fewer jobs equals lower 
WSIB costs.” 


Letts said the provincial 

government and Ottawa 
both need to urgently 
stop floating proposals 
that quash  entrepre- 
neurial spirit, job-cre- 
ation and innovation 
-- like the planned tax 
reform that will restrict 
business savings and in- 
vestment. 


Mississauga Board of 
Trade President David 
Wojcik says the Wyn- 
ne government has sig- 
nalled it will offset the 
“unconscionable rapid 
rise in minimum wage. 
However, the Premier 
has yet to announce 
what percentage will be 
offset and what mecha- 


nism will be used.” 


The Premier promised 
in the past to increase 
minimum wage by infla- 
tion, so any offsets which 
do not reduce the bur- 
den, to that of an infla- 
tion rate increase, puts 
small and medium size 
business at a disadvan- 
tage.” 

“To put this in perspec- 
tive,” he added, “a busi- 
ness with a 20% labour 
content would need to 
receive 50% of the HST 
they collect as an “off- 
set” in order to be made 
whole. The higher the 
labour content, the more 
offset is required” 


In another development 

Wednesday, the WSIB 
also revealed continued 
progress reducing its un- 
funded liability, which 
now stands at $2.6 bil- 
lion, down from $14.2 
billion in 2011. 


The board has pressed 
businesses in recent 
years to cut workplace 


accidents and has put a 
tighter lid on compensa- 
tion payments to injured 
workers. 


“Good financial man- 
agement underpins our 
ability to keep delivering 
and expanding the ser- 
vices that help people re- 
cover and return to work 
safely,” said Tom Tea- 


hen, WSIB President and 
CEO. “We are focused on 
always delivering better 
outcomes across every- 
thing we do.” 


The WSIB,  former- 
ly called the Workers 
Compensation Board, 
compensates injured 


workers in Ontario ona 
“No Fault” basis, which 
means payment is paid 
to the injured no matter 
who is at fault, the em- 
ployer, the employee or 
someone else. 


Fees to finance the in- 
surance system come 
from employer payroll 
deductions imposed by 
the board. 
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HQ2: our exclusive with Amazon bid point man

If the GTA wins a multibil- 
lion-dollar new headquar- 
ters from Amazon, it would 
spread benefits across the 
region, no matter where the 
project finds a home, says 
the business executive hired 
to help lure foreign investors 
to the area. 


In an exclusive interview 
with Peel Daily News, To- 
ronto Global chairman Mark 
Cohon said the US$5 billion 
headquarters and its poten- 
tial 50,000 jobs would create 
“significant economic im- 
pact” across the GTA, wheth- 
er it’s located in Toronto, 
Mississauga, Brampton, 
Markham or elsewhere. 


“On the site selection, 
you're talking about 50,000 
jobs here,” said Cohon, the 
51-year- old Chicago-born 
former commissioner of the 
CFL. 


“These companies deliv- 
er across the entire region. 
These businesses will be sup- 
plied by businesses across 
the region. So this will have a 
significant economic impact 
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wherever the eventual site is 
selected.” 


Cohon ran the CFL for nine 
years, and has balanced com- 
peting geographic and finan- 
cial interests. 


In his job with Toronto 
Global, he'll be doing just 
that— dealing with the prov- 
ince, Ottawa and the regional 
governments who kicked in 
$19.5 million to set up the in- 
vestment marketing agency 
eight months ago. 


“That’s very much why 
the mayors and chairs ap- 
proached me about this,” 
Cohon told Peel Daily News, 
shortly after finishing a con- 
ference call with the mayors 
of Brampton and Mississau- 
ga on the bid. 


“They wanted someone in 
this role who understands 
business, who has worked 
around the world, lived in 
many different places, but 
also understands the nuanc- 
es of how do you work with 
a variety of different parties. 
That’s what I did at the CFL 
for years.” 


Last Thursday (Sept. 14), 
Bonnie Crombie, Brampton’s 
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Linda Jeffrey, Toronto’s John 
Tory and other local mayors 
and leaders of Halton, York 
and Durham approved the 
launch of a GTA-wide bid for 
the Amazon project, with the 
help of the federal and pro- 
vincial governments. 


The bid is due by Oct. 19 
and will go a long way in 
“promoting the collective 
assets of the most dynamic 
and innovative region in the 
world,” the local leaders said 
in a joint statement. 


“As the commercial centre 
of the country, this is the 
Toronto region’s opportu- 
nity to showcase our attrac- 
tive regional building sites, 
highlight our expansive and 
rapidly growing technology 
ecosystem, and _ introduce 
the depth and breadth of our 
global talent pool.” 


The GTA bid will be over- 
seen by the Ontario govern- 
ment, suggesting the prov- 
ince, and Ottawa most likely, 
are prepared to kick in hun- 
dreds of millions— perhaps 
billions— in subsidies to lure 
Amazon here. 


Queen’s Park’s point man 
on the file is Ed Clark, the 
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retired TD Bank CEO whose 
2015 report on restructuring 
government assets led the 
Wynne Liberals to sell con- 
trol of the Hydro One utility 
last year. 


“Ed Clark and I are tied at 
the hip and right now and 
we're working very closely on 
this,” quipped Cohon. 


Taxpayer-funded tax breaks 
will have to be on the table to 
lure Amazon since the GTA 
bid will compete with offers 
from many U.S. cities, likely 
Chicago, Boston, Charlotte, 
New York and Austin, Tex. 


State governments and the 

Trump administration will 
also lobby Amazon to stay 
home with a potential trump 
card (pardon the pun)— 
looming corporate tax cuts 
that will save big companies 
billions. 


The giant U.S. e-commerce 
company and other tech or 
advanced manufacturing 
companies already get big 
tax breaks from states where 
they operate so the company 
is used to significant govern- 
ment help for job-creating 
investments. 


In Canada, subsidies to

businesses have been a di- 
visive issue in the past over 
government aid to Bombar- 
dier and the 2009 bailout of 
General Motors and Chrysler 
from Ottawa and the prov- 
ince. 


Critics argue that public 
money should not go to mil- 
lionaires, or billionaires like 
Amazon CEO Jeff Bezos, one 
of the richest and most suc- 
cessful businessmen in the 
world. 


Supporters of subsidies to 
business say all governments 
do it in one form or anoth- 
er to lure jobs in the highly 


competitive global economy. 


One big supporter of the 
idea is Ontario’s Liberal 
government, which usually 
puts up to 10 per cent of a 
project’s worth in grants for 


job-creating investments in 


its “partnerships” with busi- 
ness. 


Cohon says subsidies help 
but the GTA bid will win out 
on other factors — mainly the 
region’s diversity, tolerance 
and access to global tech tal- 
ent because of Canada’s lib- 


eral immigration policies. 


Toys “R” Us shoppers in Peel lament company’s 


Toys “R” Us is the latest 
bricks-and-mortar retailer to 
file for bankruptcy, accord- 
ing to media reports in the 
US. 

Sources say the timing and 
terms of the company’s 
bankruptcy and restructur- 
ing plans remain in flux but 
could take place this week. 
“Of course I will miss it,” said 
Jessica Fonseca, a mother of 
two. “I don’t believe it. I was 
hoping it wouldn’t happen,” 
she said. 

The company has 70 stores 
in Canada, where it’s ranked 
at the top of trusted brands 
as far as toy stores go. 

The filing happens ahead 
of the all important holiday 
season, when the retailer 
does the majority of its sales. 
Its major vendors, includ- 
ing Mattel and Hasbro, need 
clarity as to the company’s 
ability to operate under a 
restructuring plan in order 
to continue stocking shelves 
through the holiday season. 
Fonseca said she’s been 
shopping there since she was

a kid, and still loves going in 
to pick up items particularly 
when they’re on sale. 

“Who doesn’t like Toys 
“R” Us? Like I said, during 
Christmas and stuff and 
through out the year, they 
always have great deals. A lot 
of their stuff, you can’t com- 
pare at Walmart. You just 
wait a week; it'll probably be 
on sale,” she said. 

“Maybe they'll downsize. 
Hopefully they'll just close a 
few stores.” 


The company, which is 


burdened by a $400-mil- 
lion debt, has hired law firm 
Kirkland & Ellis to help in its 
restructuring efforts. 

A debt-restructuring plan 
would be aimed at providing 
financial flexibility for the 
company so it can continue 
investing in the business and 
to adapt to the changing re- 
tail landscape.

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Peel Regional chair Frank Dale sees proposed highway as key priority

ince late 2014, I have 
S= Peel Region 

chair and have gained 
an even greater apprecia- 
tion of both the vital role 
the Region plays in serving 
its 1.4 million residents and 
the quality and dedication 
of the regional staff who 
carry out the work. 


Beginning with this col- 
umn, I intend to offer 
semi-regular contributions 
to this publication to help 
elaborate on issues affect- 
ing our residents; some of 
the services we provide; 
and our efforts to engage 
residents and _ interested 
parties in determining, 
developing and enacting 
meaningful programs and 
policies in pursuit of our 
objectives. 


Many of you will be aware 
that Peel Region consists of 
three municipal jurisdic- 
tions: the City of Missis- 
sauga; the City of Bramp- 
ton; and the Town of 
Caledon -- collectively the 
second largest jurisdiction 
in Ontario. 


Peel Regional Council’s 
key priority is infrastruc- 
ture in it various forms, 
from affordable housing 
and community hubs to 
water and waste water 
systems, emissions and 
healthy community design. 


The issue I want to discuss 
in transportation  infra- 
structure, the movement of 
goods and road and high- 
way maintenance and de- 
velopment.). 


Transportation Infra- 
structure is a good start- 
ing point for a number of 
reasons. The issue of the 
critical need to invest in 
new infrastructure to meet 
the Region’s growth pro- 
jections has been well re- 
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ported. 


Last month, the annual 
meeting of the Association 
of Municipalities of Ontar- 
io, where municipal lead- 
ers including Peel Region 
mayors advocated for an 
increase in the HST to help 
pay for a those infrastruc- 
ture needs. 


While these discussions 
and debates will and must 
continue, we also need to 
look at ways to maximize 
the use of the infrastruc- 
ture we currently have. 


Towards that end, Peel 
Region has established an 
effective working group 
known as the Peel Goods 
Movement Task Force. 


The task force is com- 
prised of staff from the Re- 
gion’s Transportation Divi- 
sion, members of regional 
council and their staffs, 
and relevant stakeholders 
representing all elements 
of the road user commu- 
nity. 

I serve as chair of the 
task force and my coun- 
cil colleague, Mayor Allan 
Thompson of Caledon was 
instrumental in the estab- 
lishment of this body. Last 
May, Regional Council 
approved the second Peel 
Region Goods Movement 
Strategic Plan (2017-2021). 


This strategic plan and the 

issue of goods movement, 
in general, factored heav- 
ily in the extensive brief- 
ing material that the Peel 
Region delegation brought 
with them to the AMO con- 
ference last month. 


Given its central location 
and proximity to the U.S. 
border, the Region of Peel 
is a significant goods move- 
ment hub for the Greater 
Toronto Hamilton Area 
(GTHA), as well as the 
province and the country. 


About $1.8 billion worth 
of goods move within and 


through Peel every day and 
68,000 vehicles transport 
goods daily. The Peel road 
network serves almost half 
a million truck trips week- 
ly, one-half of the over 
950,000 weekly truck trips 
in Ontario. 


Goods movement depen- 
dent industries represent 
four in every nine jobs in 
Peel Region and $49 bil- 
lion in GDP. Furthermore, 
these jobs, in turn, create 
$29 billion in labour in- 
come. However, the re- 
sulting congestion in Peel 
and beyond is estimated to 
cost the GTHA $6 billion 
annually in lost economic 
activity. 

This economic loss trans- 
lates into compromised 
productivity, not to men- 
tion the impact on quali- 
ty of life due to extended 
commuting time and envi- 
ronmental considerations. 


To address these matters 
the Task Force has identi- 
fied and is realizing a num- 
ber of objectives which in- 
clude: 


¢ The enhancement of 
goods movement and logis- 
tics planning coordination; 


¢ Adapting to advance- 
ments in the e-commerce 
shift; 

¢ Extending and encourag- 
ing the use of Longer Com- 
bination Vehicles (LCVs); 


-- The pursuit of alter- 
native fuels and fuel ef- 
ficiency initiatives — this 
complements the Region’s 
Environmental Infrastruc- 
ture priorities as well; and 


-- Increasing the capacity 
of existing infrastructure 
through feasible off-peak 
freight deliveries (as cur- 
rently, the Region has 
launched an off-peak deliv- 
ery pilot project to provide 
relief during the most con- 
gested hours). 


Included in the objectives 


outlined in the Peel Goods 
Movement Task Force 
Strategic Plan is the re- 
quirement that Peel Region 
continues to aggressively 
demonstrate and advance 
Peel’s national role and im- 
portance in freight fluidity. 


While not specific to the 
strategic plan, one hopeful 
outcome of advancing this 
objective would result in 
a complementary benefit: 
that being the provincial 
approval of the long ad- 
vocated and long await- 
ed Greater Toronto Area 
(GTA) West Highway. 


While the Strategic Plan 
looks to optimize existing 
infrastructure, the Re- 
gion fully recognizes that 
options such as widening 
existing roads is not a suffi- 


cient or long term solution 
to meet the demands of fu- 
ture growth. With that un- 
derstanding, Peel Region 
strongly advocates for the 
development of the GTA 
West — a new 400 series 
highway. 


If developed, the new 
highway should: 

¢ Include alternative 
transportation modes 


(again, consistent with our 
environmental priorities); 


¢ Complete long range 
transportation and land 
use planning in Brampton 
and Caledon; 


¢ Complete an integrated 

highway network by con- 
necting to Highway 410 
and Highway 427; 


Relief congestion on exist- 


ing routes; and 


¢ Divert traffic that should 

be accommodated on a 
provincial highway from 
regional roads.

13 regarding the nature of 
potential hotel taxes. These 
are her words from the 
meeting. 


‘I met with the hotel 
association last week and 
they advised me, they think 
our $10M estimate is very 
low.

We all know entrepre- 
neurial families — the ones 
that own your favourite 
restaurant, shop or even 
important health services 
like your chiropractor. Fi- 
nance Canada is encour- 
aging your local MPs to 
jeopardize business sav- 
ings and retirement plans 
for these middle-class Ca- 
nadians. 


Finance Canada is part of 
the government bureau- 
cracy. It operates under 
the Minister of Finance to 
ensure a healthy economy 
by developing econom- 
ic management policies 
and providing advice to 
the government. Its re- 
cent proposal for changes 
in federal tax policy has 
provided bad advice to Fi- 
nance Minister Bill Mor- 
neau. 


It unfairly attacks small 
business families — tens 
of thousands right here in 
Peel region— and will have 
unintended consequences 
that will harm local con- 
stituents and our regional 


economy. 


Small business families 
are easy targets for bu- 
reaucrats. Some may envy 
them without truly appre- 
ciating how risky and how 
much uncompensated 
work is needed, to run a 
small business.

¢ change capital gains 
rules which could make it 
more difficult for business 
families to transfer their 
business to the next gen- 
eration. 


Brampton _ businesses— 
and those across the coun- 
try— have let their local 
MPs know that attacking 
small business families 
is flawed economic poli- 
cy and very bad politics. 
There are better solutions. 
Start with simplifying the 
tax code and punishing the 
true tax-evaders. 


The political advisors in 
Minister Morneau’s of- 
fice try to spin this attack 
on small business as “tax 
fairness” — no one be- 
lieves them. In fact, ac- 
countants tell me that this 
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Leadership dilemma faces local MPs 


is the biggest and most 
poorly-planned tax reform 
since 1972. Plain and sim- 
ple— these proposals are a 
“tax grab” by bureaucrats 
who are more concerned 
with government revenue 
to the detriment of small 
business families and our 
national economy.

Taxing away profits simply 
hurts Canadian innova- 
tion.

Other op- 
tions are to simplify the 
tax code for honest busi- 
nesses, amend the code to 
encourage job-growth and 
enforce the code to punish 
legitimate tax cheats.

Caledon’s main movie theatre sold as part of bigger deal 


The Town of Caledon’s big- 
gest movie distributor has 
been sold to a European com- 
pany as part of a broader own- 
ership change. 

Landmark Cinemas Canada 
LP has reached an agreement 
to be acquired by Kinepolis 
Group NV, a Belgian compa- 
ny that operates theatres in 
Europe. 

The sale price was not dis- 


closed. 

Landmark is the country’s 
second-biggest movie theatre 
chain, behind Cineplex. It op- 
erates 44 cinemas and a total 
of 303 screens throughout 
Western Canada, parts of On- 
tario and the Yukon Territory. 

In the GTA, Landmark oper- 
ates the Cinema 7 theatre, the 
former Empire 7, on McEwan 
Dr. E. in Bolton. The company 


shut down its theatre in the 
Square One mall in Missis- 
sauga three years ago. 

“Landmark’s significant in- 
vestment in recliner seating 
to create an industry-lead- 
ing movie-going experience 
aligns directly with similar 
initiatives by Kinepolis across 
Europe,” said Neil Campbell, 
CEO of Landmark Cinemas 
Canada, based in Calgary. 


“Combining with Kinepolis 
will also provide Canadian 
movie lovers with greater ac- 
cess to world class cinema ex- 
periences.” 

Eddy Duquenne, CEO of Ki- 
nepolis Group, said the deal 
allows the two companies 
“to create long-term value, 
resulting in an unparalleled 
customer experience for the 
Canadian moviegoers.” 
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Returning Peel students could face fall staff strike

Thousands of Peel Region 
students who attend Sher- 
idan College campuses in 
Brampton and Mississau- 
ga face a looming strike by 
their professors only weeks 
after heading back to class 
for the fall semester. 


The 12,000 Ontario col- 
lege faculties who are part 
of the OPSEU union voted 
for a strike to back contract 
demands, a move that rais- 
es the chances of a work 
stoppage across the prov- 
ince’s 24 colleges. 


Sheridan has about 16,500 
students in Peel who would 
be affected. 


Sheridan teaches 11,000 at 
its Davis campus in Bramp- 
ton and about 5,500 at the 
Hazel McCallion school in 
downtown Mississauga. 


“A strike is unnecessary 
and would be terrible news 
for our students who will be 
concerned about the impact 


on their studies,” says So- 
nia Del Missier, chair of the 
colleges’ bargaining team, 
which resumes talks with 
OPSEU today. 


“The parties remain far 
apart on key issues of sala- 
ry, staffing, governance and 
academic delivery.” 


OPSEU, the Ontario Pub- 
lic Service Employees 
Union, said 68 per cent of 
its 12,000 college profes- 
sors, instructors, counsel- 
lors, and librarians voted 
for a strike to back contract 
demands. 


The current deal expires 
at the end of the month. 
No strike or lockout dead- 
line has been set as the two 
sides jockey for advantage 
in a typical hard-nosed la- 
bour negotiation. 


As always in such disputes, 
money is the big issue in 
the talks. 

The union is demanding 
a 10 per cent wage hike 
over three years and other 


changes the college bar- 
gaining team says translate 
into a $400 million pricetag 
for the Ontario schools. 


“College faculty from 
across the province debated 
and voted on 16 proposals 
to improve the quality and 
fairness of the college sys- 
tem in Ontario,” said union 
bargaining team chair JP 
Hornick. 


“Since bargaining started 
10 weeks ago, management 
has ignored every single 
one of them.” 


“Hopefully this strike vote 
will be the incentive the col- 
leges need to start negotiat- 
ing for real.” 


Del Missier said the col- 
leges have offered a 7.5 
per cent pay hike over four 
years - similar to contract 
extensions the Ontario gov- 
ernment negotiated recent- 
ly with teachers, govern- 
ment workers and college 
support staff.

Mississauga to Join Climate and Energy Covenant

Last week, Mississauga 
City Council unanimous- 
ly voted in favour of 
having the City become 
a member of the Glob- 
al Covenant of Mayors 
for Climate and Ener- 
gy (Global Covenant); 
formerly known as the 
Compact of Mayors. 

Through collective ac- 
tions and progress, Mis- 
sissauga will join more 
than 7,000 cities partic- 
ipating in the initiative 
that represents more 
than 650 million people 
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worldwide. 

“As Canada’s sixth larg- 
est city, Mississauga is 
committed to finding 
real solutions to ad- 
dress issues affecting our 
changing climate,” said 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie. 
“By becoming a mem- 
ber of the Global Cove- 
nant, we're furthering 
our Strategic Plan’s com- 
mitment to becoming 
a net-zero carbon city 
while sustaining a grow- 
ing economy.” 

The Global Covenant is 
the largest international 
coalition of its kind. 
Established by the Unit- 


ed Nations in 2008, it 
seeks to demonstrate the 
global impact cities are 
making to transition to a 
low emission and climate 
resilient economy. 
Crombie will join other 
Canadian mayors includ- 
ing members from the 
cities of Calgary, Edmon- 
ton, Ottawa and Van- 
couver and the towns of 
Oakville and Milton. 
According to climate 
projections, Mississauga 
is expected to experience 
more extreme weather 
events in the future. 


Covenant of Mayors 
for Climate & Energy 


offered a new maximum 
salary of $115,094, a lump 
sum payment, benefit en- 
hancements, and has not 
demanded any concessions. 


She said the union pro- 
posals would not only hike 
costs by $400 million an- 
nually, but change the gov- 
ernance of colleges, and 
restrict the colleges from 
overseeing academic deliv-

“The strike vote outcome 
does not give the col- 
leges any more money nor 
change the colleges’ ability 
to accept the union’s de- 
mands,” said Del Missier.

negotiated rates for full- 
time permanent faculty.

Q and A with Brampton Beast Commentator Chris Ballard 
|

As we get closer to the start 
of hockey season, Peel Daily 
News’ Benedict Rhodes sat 
down with Brampton Beast 
commentator Chris Bal- 
lard and discussed his life 
as a broadcaster and what 
to expect from the 2017-18 
Brampton Beast. 


Q. Where did you get your 
start in broadcasting? 


A. I got my start in jour- 
nalism as the sports editor 
of my university newspaper 
back home in St. John’s, 
Newfoundland. 


I always knew I wanted 
to be involved in sports in 
some capacity so I went to 
Centennial College to do 
sports journalism. There 
I did a lot of broadcasting, 
writing, and radio. I got my 
break with the St. John’s Ice 
Caps. 


First they had me writing 
stories for the website, and 
I stuck around. They gave 
me more and more work 
and I eventually got my first 
broadcasting gig doing in- 
terviews between periods. I 
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worked for two full seasons 
with the Ice Caps. Then the 
time came to move back 
to Ontario. I made a few 
phone calls and came into 
contact with the Beast and 
this will be my third season 
coming up with Brampton. 


Q. Did you always want to 
be a broadcaster? 


A. Totally. I was the guy 
who played NHL 95 on my 
Sega Genesis and I would 
turn the volume down and 
pretend I was Bob Cole, 
talking over the game. I had 
fun with it and I still have 
fun to this day. A lot of guys 
take themselves a little too 
seriously. I have a lot of fun 
up there.” 


Q. Who are your idols? 
Which broadcasters inspire 
you? 

A. There’s two in partic- 
ular for me. The first one 
is Bob Cole from Hockey 
Night in Canada. He’s a leg- 
end and was calling games 
long before I was born. If 
you turned on a TV on Fri- 
day night, it was always Bob 


Cole. Of course, with Bob 
being from St. John’s, I’ve 
met him a couple of times 
and he’s the first one that 
comes to mind. I grew up 
in St. John’s so I watched a 
lot of the American Hockey 
League. 


My live hockey was the St. 
John’s Maple Leafs so the 
second one is their broad- 
caster, Brian Rogers, who 
later became the voice of 
the Ice Caps when I was 
there. He’s kooky and off- 
the-wall but he’s himself. 
He’s unique and isn’t afraid 
to speak his mind so it’s 
him and Bob Cole for me. 


Q. What is your favourite 
broadcasting memory? 


A. My favourite was when 
the Beast went to double 
overtime against the Read- 
ing Royals on April 22. Not 
only was it the first game 
that I’ve called that went to 
double overtime, but Bran- 
don MacLean scored both 
goals in that game. 


I remember the elation 
and relief because the game 
had ended but more impor- 


tantly, we won. We had a 
packed house and the fans 
went nuts and I was feeding 
off them. 


Another great memory was 
last season’s 9-7 win over 
our big rivals Adirondack 
on the road. We went down 
4-1 early in the first and we 
came back. Getting to call 
16 goals in one game was 
awesome. The boys were 
pretty fired up after that 
one.” 


Q. What is your favourite 
road trip? 


A. Honestly, there hasn’t 
been one that I’ve disliked. 
It’s a thrill and a pleasure 
to travel to places in North 
America that I wouldn’t go 
to otherwise. 


A favourite of mine is To- 
ledo because it’s a relatively 
short bus ride and they have 
a really passionate fan base. 


I also like Kalamazoo be- 
cause the people there are 
great and the arena is a bit 
older and has an old school 
hockey barn feel to it. Ob- 
viously I don’t hate going 
to Orlando during cold

months like February. I can 
find positives about every 
road trip. 


Q. What are your goals? 
Do you want to work in the 
NHL one day? 


A. Sure! I grew up a Phil- 
adelphia Flyers fan so I’d 
love to cover NHL games 
and I’m doing everything in 
my power to get there.” 


Q. What is a realistic goal 
for the Brampton Beast this 
year? 

A. We're going to be a dif- 
ferent team, but not in a 
negative sense. We've lost 
a lot of scoring in David Pa- 


can (41G, 41A in 67 games) 
and David Vallorani (32G, 
51A while playing in all 72 
games) but this team is go- 
ing to be built a bit differ- 
ently. 


We want to have a more 
physical team with guys 
that are willing to get into 
the dirty areas and chal- 
lenge for the puck.

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Margaret Trudeau talks mental health at UTM

There’s more work to be 
done to educate the pub- 
lic about mental health, a 
well-known author and 
social advocate said Mon- 
day night. 

Margaret Trudeau, the 
former wife of Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau 
and mother of current 
PM Justin Trudeau, viv- 
idly recalled her struggles 
with bipolar disorder and 
depression in front of a 
packed crowd at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto’s Mis- 
sissauga campus. 


“People who have a se- 
rious mental illness will 
abuse anything to make 
themselves feel better,” 
she told more than 200 
guests about her strug- 
gles with bipolar disorder 


and manic-depressive 
behavior. 
“Youre not making 


rational or reasonable 
choices ... it comes from 
an unreasonable mind,” 
she said. 


The lecture was part of a 
series of events that UTM 
is holding to commemo- 
rate the 50th anniversary 
of its founding. 


Vice-Dean of Academic 
Experience Michael Let- 
tieri said that the goal of 
the lectures are to bring 
in distinguished speakers 
who enrich the univer- 
sity’s social and cultural 
life. 


“This is a moment in 
our history that is very 
important to us,” said 
Lettieri, referring to the 
Snider Lecture Series, 
named for Fletcher Snid- 
er, a U of T graduate and 
lawyer who passed away 
in April 1917. 
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Margaret told anecdotes 

about her childhood and 
life in the public eye. 
Growing up in a house- 
hold with 4 other broth- 
ers and sisters, she said 
that she mistook her 
lack of wanting to sleep 
and overactive nature as 
youthful happiness. 


“I was always a little 
free-spirited... always ex- 
cited and always ready, 
but I wasn’t diagnosed 
with a mental illness.” 


As a young woman, Mar- 
garet was thrust into the 
limelight after marrying 
Pierre Trudeau at the age 
of 22. After giving birth to 
three children, Margaret 
said that she felt increas- 
ingly isolated and alone 
as the PM’s wife. 


Referring to 24 Sussez 
Drive, the official house- 
hold of the PM, as the 
“crown jewel of federal 
penitentiaries”, she said 
that her mental issues 
had begun to manifest 
themselves more _ fre- 
quently. 

“I didn’t want to get up. 
I didn’t want to go out. 
I just wasn’t present... I 


had drifted away from my 
babies.” 
After being misdiag- 


nosed with post-partum 
depression, she said she 
entered a state of “hypo- 
mania”, caused by hyper- 
activity and her busy life. 
She described the disor- 
der as an addictive state 
she couldn’t get out of. “It 
was like a nuclear bomb 
going off. You didn’t want 
to give it up.” 

A series of rumors and 
sensationalist stories fol- 
lowed, which caused her 
marriage to crumble. 


She divorced Pierre in 
1983 and went onto a

career as an author and 
photographer, but said 
that the mental health is- 
sues didn’t go away. 


Things finally came to 
a head after the death of 
her son Michel in 1998, 
followed by Pierre two 
years later. 


She said that she slipped 
into a state of psychosis, 
leading her to finally seek 
counsel with the help of 
her family. 


It was then that she was 
finally advised that she 
had “stopped function- 
ing” by a psychiatrist. 

Margaret finally turned 
things around with years 
of medication and sup- 
port, officially announc- 
ing she had bipolar disor- 
der in 2006. 


She credits the advances 
in brain health research 
and her own perserver- 
ance to turn her life 
around. “I finally had the 
courage to say out loud, I 
have a mental illness’ ... I 


lifted the shame and guilt 
away.” 


Her sentiments were 
shared by U. of T. bio- 
chemistry professor 
Ulrich Krull, who also 
spoke at the lecture about 
mental health statistics in 
Canada. 


According to the Men- 
tal Health Commission 
of Canada, 1 in 5 people 
will experience a mental 
health or addiction prob- 
lem in any given year. 


Krull praised Margaret 
for her story and urged 
the guests at the lecture 
to think about the 15,000 
students at UTM who 
deal with stress on a daily 
basis, and how many of 
them could be at risk of 
mental health problems. 


“It’s important to me 
personally ... that we try 
to understand the pro- 
cesses that happen to our 
own students,” he said. 


Speaking after the event, 
Margaret said that she 


continues to support 
mental health research 
efforts. She hopes that 
anyone suffering from bi- 
polar disorder or depres- 
sion can talk to a health 


professional and get the 
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help they need. 


“We need to be able to 
nip mental illness in the 
bud,” she said.

were bought from Mr. 
Stork for $250 (paid in 
five annual installments) 
and Bolton Fairgrounds 
set down roots at its 
present site, 150 Queen 
St. S. 


A 32’ x 60’ hall (with no 
floor) was built in 1872, 
the same year the Fair 
was incorporated, and a 
two-day Fair was held. In 
1877, the name changed 
to Albion & Bolton Ag- 
ricultural Society. More 
land was purchased in 
1889, and again in 1895. 
By 1900, there was a 
roofed grandstand and 
a racetrack. In 1935, the 
Poultry Palace was built 
by Albert Stubbs, a local 
carpenter and it still is a

In 1971 the new arena 
was opened by Bill David 
on the Fair property, and 
the agreement was that 
the Agricultural Society 
could use it for the Fair — 
a new exhibit hall. 


Funds were raised in 
1985 and souvenir plates 
given to donors. This 
led to the construction 
and 1990 opening of the 


President’s Building. 


With the increasing 
popularity of the fair 
every year and the wide 
diversity of the town, 
there’s never been a bet- 
ter time to attend the 
Fall Fair!
